E are likely to associate certain diseases with particular sea- 
sons of the year. For instance, influenza, in the popular mind, 
is a disease of cold weather. 
As a matter of fact it is not. 


.Weather conditions have almost nothing to do with it. 


I think I should modify that last statement 


Just a little. Anything that depresses vitality is 
bad for health. Cold and damp have their effec 
of course. But so far as the community prog- 
ress of the disease is concerned, it will sweep on- 
ward in cool weather or hot. 


Dysentery is disease popularly supposed to be 


a. hot weather ailment. 
Of course, diarrhoeas 


due to food contamination are more common in 
hot weather when the germs more readily multi- 
ply. 
But one of the true dysenteries may be 


met at any season of the year. 


In olden times they used to talk about the 


"bloody flux." 
Whole armies suffered from it.. 


That name was given because the bowel dis- 


charges were mixtures of mucus and blood. The 
waste material actually took the form of a bloody 
flux. 


When they speak of true dysentery, the doc- 


tors have two forms in mind. One is the "bacillary dysentery." The 
other is known to the profession as "amoebic dysentery." 


Both these dysenteries are associated with diet. In this respect 


they resemble the mere common diarrhoeas. But instead of being the 
result of ordinary food poisoning, as.*. —

are .the latter, each can be traced to 
a. particular germ or oarasitio or- 
gan ism- 
These agents set Into the system 
through the taking of food or drink. 
Almost Invariably they can be traced 
to human carriers. Their inlestinaJ 
discharges are carried into the water 
-supply, or reach the food by the as- 
sistance of soiled fingers.. . Water- 
cress and other salad materials may 
be contaminated -by these discharges.

But so far as the community prog­ 
ress of the disease is concerned, it will sweep on­ 
ward in cool weather o r hot. 
Dysentery is disease popularly supposed to be 
a hot weather ailment. 
Of course, diarrhoea? 
due to food contamination are more common in 
ho t weather when the germ s more readily m ulti­ 
ply. 
But one of the tru e dysenteries may be 
m et at any season of the year. 
In olden times they used to talk about the 
“ bloody flux.”
